General  Mills  occupied  the  property  from  1929. 

The  mill  was  constructed  of  massive  granite  blocks  which 
were  moved  up  ramps  by  oxen  for  the  construction. 

Joe  Cushing  built  a 800'  long  railroad  to  this  building,  known 
as  the  Cushing  Railroad.

The  church  lias  been  described  a.- 
"commodious  and  high-posted  win; 
a good  pulpi„  plenty  of  good  benches 
for  seats,  a door  on  hinges  and  a 
carpenter's  bench  to  separate  the 
singers’  seals  from  the  benches  oc- 
cupied by  the,  congregation.'' 

There  was  never  a single  pane  of 
glass  in  the  church.  Wooden  board 
shutteis  were  removed  from  tire 
windows  to  let  in  light  when  serv- 
ices wei  e ... 

or  chimney.  The  door  was  in  tne 
middle  of  the  front  part  facing  the 
road,  ft  is  said  that  swallows  flew 
'in  and  out  during  services  ar.d  liiat 
women  objected,  with  reference  to 
certain  habits  of  swallows  which  had 
unfortunate  results  for  women’s 
headgear. 


Dr.  John  Payson  of  Fitchburg  was 
the  first  minister  to  preach  ir.  the 
new  church.  Ministers  from  sur- 
lounding  towns.  Westminster,  Ash- 
burnham  and  Lunenburg  came  to 
preach.  One  cf  tne  invitations  ex- 
tended to  preachers  reacts:  . . . “And 
we  humbly  hope  that  cur  gratitude 
therefor  wTl  be  no  disagreeable  re- 
turn for  so  great  a favor.  Dated 
“Sept,  ye  7th  1790."  Doubtless  the 
preacher  received  a bounteous  Sun- 
day dinner  and  an  interested  con- 
gregation, listened  to  his  message 
The  church  had  no  particular  need 
— only  an  earnest  desire  to  hear  the 
word  of  God. 

The  most  famous  preachers  who 
came  to  occupy  the  rough  pulpit  were 
the  apostle  of  Methodism  Jesse  Lee 
and  Lorenzo  Dow.  Itinerant  preach- 
ers of  all  lypes  found  here  an 
audience.  Some  cf  them,  the  records 
siate,  were  “exporters  of  any  and 
every  name  with  no  particular  form 
of  religion.”  No  permanent  preach- 
er was  ever  secured. 

With  the  passing  of  the  years 
services  grew  moie  and  more  in- 
frequent and  finally  ceased.  The  | 
old  mcctingiiouse  became  at  last  a1 
kind  of  storeh  u:e  where  children 
used  to  play.  Tr.e  story  is  told  that 
one  cay  a stra r.  :r  nciing  past  the 
church  asked  “V.r.j;  is  that  build- 
ing?" The  rep.y  was.  “The  Lord's 
hou  e.”  “I  should  think  it  was  the 
Lora's  barn,”  the  stranger  said.  The 
name  stuck. 

In  1825  or  18zS  the  building  was 
demolished  and  the  timbers  and 
proceeds  div  ided.  Lumber  from  the 
old  church  was  p.iled  near  the  house 
of  Mrs.  John  Smiui.  A Mrs.  Samuel 
Hawes,  (later  the  wife  of  Rev.  John 
Wood)  related  that  Voldostine  John- 
* son,  a mulatto  from  Vermont,  used  a 
pait  of  the  lumber  for  a wood- 
chopper’s  cabin  for  himself.  Capt. 
Martin  Newton,  who  is  described  as 
having  erected  cotton  mills  in  New- 
ton Lane  in  1812  used  some  of  the 
largest  timbers  for  a big  lathe  lor 
turning  long  shaking. 

The  Lord's  Ea;r.  was  gone  but  not 
forgotten  however.  For  seven  years 
annual  commemoration  services  were 
held  each  year  in  September  on  the 
site  -I  the  meetinghouse.  Min- 
gliiu  in  these  sc:  vices  were  botn 
members  and  ministers  of  different 
denominations.  At  < ne  of  these  meet- 
ing contributions  of  850  were  in- 
ccived.  This  sum  was  used  to  fi- 
nance a memorial  stone  bearing  a 
bronze  tablet  which  was  inscribed: 
"Site  of  the  New  Meeting  House 
known  in  History  as  the  Lord’s  Barn. 
1783-1825.”  In  19C4  dedication  ex- 
ercises were  held. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  the  cx- 
< it  i cason  for  the  affection  which 
entered  around  tips  old  meeting- 
house. It  was  alfeciionatcly  regard- 
ed in  the  past,  in  spue  of  its  rough 
and  rugged  exterior  and  interior,  and 
even  today  the  spot  is  pointed  out 
in  pride,  “There  once  stood  the 
Lord’s  Barn,”  as  if  it  were  a sym- 1 
bol  of  early  American  “sweet  land 
of  liberie.’’
